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Campaign begins 
to improve access 
for disabled voters 


A nationwide campaign to expand 
the participation of disabled voters in 
the election process was unveiled July 
14 at a meeting in San Diego, Calif., 
of 500 election officials from across the 
country. 

Alan A. Reich, president of the Na- 
tional Organization on Disability (NOD), 
announced the start of the Disabled 
Citizens at the Polls campaign. Central 
to the campaign’s thrust is a new 
28-page, illustrated manual of “practical 
guidance and suggestions” to assist 
local officials in making polling places 
accessible and in helping voters with 
disabilities. 

The free “Disabled Citizens at the 
Polls: A Guide for Election Officials” 
was distributed at the meeting. “We in- 
tend to have this [manual] in the hands 
of all 13,000 election officials across 
the country before the general elections 
in November,” said Reich. 

Citing the absences of sign language 
interpreters, ramps and ballots in 
braille, Reich said, “America’s largest 
minority must be included in the elec- 
tion process. ... For most of the 
estimated 20 million eligible disabled 
voters with mobility, hearing, vision, 
mental or other impairments, participa- 
tion in the election process remains an 
unfulfilled dream.” 

Included in the campaign are printed 
cards listing suggestions for making 
voting easier for disabled people. A 
new coalition, “Disabled but Able to 
Vote,” will promote voter registration.

Canadian program ends on high note 


The successful Gallaudet Alternative 
Preparatory Program (GAPP), which 
provided Canadian students with the 
equivalent of instruction offered at the 
School of Preparatory Studies at North- 
west campus, completed its final 
semester in May. 

The program, establishing three years 
ago, was made possible by negotiations 
among Gallaudet, the Canadian 
Ministry of Education and the Robarts 
School of London, Ontario. Because 
SPS was then limiting admissions to 
U.S. students in anticipation of the 
rubella bulge, GAPP was designed to 
give Canadian students similar course- 
work and experience. SPS now permits 
non-U.S. residents to enroll, so the 
Canadian program has ended. 

Since the start of the program, 57 
Canadian students have gained admis- 
sion to Gallaudet. Of 27 students in 
the last GAPP class, which graduated 
in May, 24 students are scheduled to 
enroll at Gallaudet in the fall. 

G. H. Martins, GAPP program direc- 
tor, said in a recent letter to President 
Jerry C. Lee, “We are very proud of 
our Canadian students and their ac- 
complishments; however, without 
Gallaudet supporting us this never 
would have happened.” 

In reply, Dr. Lee said, “I, too, am 
pleased with the success of the Alter- 


native Preparatory Program and am 
excited to welcome the Canadian 
students to our campus this fall.”

Gallaudet couple 
share information 
in Japan, Hawaii 


As Japan considers plans for estab- 
lishing the world’s second college for 
the deaf, and as other institutions of 
higher learning open their doors to 
hearing impaired students, the impor- 
tance of providing effective com- 
munication education to this population 
becomes readily apparent, James Fer- 
nandes, associate professor of com- 
munication arts, told a group of 100 
professionals at a recent conference in 
Yatsushiro, Japan. 


Speaking at the 16th national con- 
vention of the Communication Associa- 
tion of Japan, Dr. Fernandes explained 
Gallaudet’s special emphasis on the 
study of communication. A version of 
his paper is being published in July’s 
Language Teacher, the magazine of 
the Japan Association of Language 
Teachers. 

“In some ways Japan is advanced in 
providing for practical needs of people 
who have sensory handicaps,” said Dr. 
Fernandes. Examples are: sidewalks 
that have bumps to warn blind persons 
that they are approaching a curb; traffic 
lights with audible signals; and both 
audible and visible signals on public 
transportation vehicles that announce 
scheduled stops. 

On the other hand, Dr. Fernandes 
said, there are no deaf teachers in 
Japan’s schools for deaf students.
